CITIZENSHIP AS ISSUE 


Washington Looks for Question 
of Naturalization of Orientals 
to’ Feature Case. 


. WASHINGTON, May 23.—The news of 
the serious illness of the Mikado is re- 
garded here as the most important de- 
velopment in the situation over Califor- 
nia. The possibilities suggested by the 
mews of the Mikado’s condition over- 
shadowed in significance the informa- 
tion that the Japanese Government is 
dissatisfied with the reply of the United 
States to the protest against the Cali- 
fornia law. 

Unofficial information received here 
created the impression that Emperor 
Yoshthito is in danger. The knowledge 
that the Emperor suffered a similar at- 
‘tack of lung trouble five rs ago and 
that he never has been in the most vig- 
orous health, lent added cause for fear 
as to the outcome of his present ill- 
ness. 

Jt ig generally conceded here that the 
death of the Emperor would be likely 
to result in a political upheaval in Japen. 
The disturbance in China, ending with 
the establishment of a republic, have 
been echoing in Japan, and the symp- 
toms of political unrest manifest among 
the Japanese populace for the last two 
years have been a source of great anx- 
fety to the sovereign class in that coun- 


‘The anxiety with which the adminis- 
sf ae tration regards the preservation of 
’ friendly relations witr. the Japanese 
Government was indica in the haste 
‘with which President W. ion dispatchcd 
a message of sympathy } the Mikado. 
"The news of the Empero '‘s illness had 
hardly been published wh nh a message 
wvas sent from the White . ‘ouse, in ad- 
‘vance of any official dispat h from the 
‘American Embassy at Tokio giving con- 
-firmation of the press repres ntatives. 
* Dispatches saying Japan is not pleased 
with the reply of the United States io 
the protest against California anti-alien 
fand legislation lead officials here to be- 
lieve that the negotiations are drifting 
into the stage of pure disputation, where 
the international lawyers on both sides 
will have ample opportunity to exer- 
‘clee their-full resources in determining 
the exact relation between the Cali- 
fornia law and the treaty of 1911. Some 
expect that the result will be an invo- 
cation by the Japanese Government of 
the right of arbitration guaranteed by 
the special treaty of 1908. 

The basis of the State Department’s 
contention that the California alien land 
act does not in terms violate the treaty 
of 1911 was a careful scrutiny by all the 
lawyers of the Cabinet of the languag:

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ALIEN FISLATION 
REASSERTS SISSON 


Mississippi Congressman Makes 
Japanese Speech Despite 
President’s Request. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON. May 23.—Representa- 


tive Sisson of Mississippi! made his an- 
nounced Japanese speech today in the 
House. President Wilson, after Sisson 
recently made a “war speech,’’ called 
the Representative to the White House 


and asked him not to make another 
speech that might complicate the diplo- 
matic negotiations with Japan or in- 
flame the public mind. 

Sisson today disclaimed any intention 
of making a “war speech,” but attacked 
the position that the treaty-making pow- 
er superseded the law-making powers 
of the sovereign states. Sisson declared 
he took his position, not because the 
Japanese were involved; that he would 
take it toward England, France, Ger- 
many or any other nation, and that it 
only required “‘patience and cool heads 
for both countries to arrive at an amic- 
uble, fair and just settlement of all dif- 
ferences.”’ 

“If any nation,’ he said, ‘should de- 
cide that it will dictate to us our land 
laws, then we would be unworthy of 
national existence if we submitied to 
such dictation. Does anyone claim that 
this is a declaration of war because I 
announce this truth?” 

“No Declaration of War.” 

“It is no declaration of war for the 
United States Government to decline 
to override the rights of a sovereign 
state at the dictation of a foreign pow- 
er. If the United States Government 
should deliver a state over to the mer- 
cies of a flood of aliens from any na- 
tion, then I maintain that the Federal! 
Government would have prostituted its 
authority. Is the mere announceme1: 
of this principle a declaration of war? 

“Nothing has been further from my 
mind than to embarrass or to tend to 
render more difficult the peaceful solu- 
tion of whatever differences, real or 
inaginary, may exist between the Gov- 
ernment of Japan and our own Gover?- 
ment.”’ 

Sisson pleaded for the open door on 
treaty sessions of the Senate. 

“If the President and Senate can make 
such a treaty, let us tear down every 
door of, secrecy... Let us require the 
President to publish every \letter and 
telegram bearing upon a contemplated 
treaty on the very moment of its dis- 
patch, Let the cloture” of the Senate 
be removed. Throw open the doors.” 

Fears Corporation Control. 

Sisson made a lengthy argument pur- 
porting to show the possibility of cor- 
poration control of land, which would 
be made possible by allowing the im- 
portation of ‘“‘cheap alien labor.”’ 

“Many of these large employers of 
labor,” he said, “would be delighted 
to have the Federal Government, 
through its treaty-making power, let 
down the bars and let the alien come 
in. What would become of the Amer- 
ican farmer if the corporations of the 
country should buy all’the best lands 
and cultivate them with Mongolian, Chi- 
nese, Hindu, Japanese and other cheap 
alien labor? 

“In California, individuals and corpor- 
ations, owning great tracts of land, are 
cultivating them with Hindustani, Chi- 
nese, Mexicans and Japanese. It is this 
class of land owners and land monopol- 
ists who are opposed to all restrictions 
upon labor importation into this coun- 
try. 

“The rich and the powerful, who pur- 
chase labor, will have their fortunes 
vastly increased by having all barriers 
to cheap labor broken down. They know 
that the quickest and surest route is 
through the treaty-making power, be- 
cause they only deal first with one man, 
the President, and one body, two-thirds 
of the Senate. 

“I do not want this Government de- 
stroyed through the treaty-making pom 
er,” Sisson concluded.

Comptroller Says Ex-Boss Start- 
ed Trouble by Crying Bonds 
Would Be Beaten. 


James Y. Player, City Comptroller, 
in a vigorous interview given to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Friday said it

Small Raise Is Impertied. 

“Howe came to me about two weeks 
ago and talked about it. Then he went 
to City Counselor Baird. Then he 
chased over to Washington avenue? and 
saw Charlie Stix and Charlie Stix saw 
Sam Lazarus, President of the Council, 
and the panic was in full force. They 
all said we couldn't put a bond issue 
over and would have to raise the tax 
rate to $2.35. That’s mere talk. How 
do they know we can’t get a bond is- 
sue through? They’ve stirred up so 
much trouble with their proposed 13- 
cent raise in the tax rate that now we 
are having a hard time getting the 
8-cent raise which is needed.”’ 

Player said that at the end of the 
fiscal year the balance in the treasury 
was only $432,000, which was less than 
it had been in years. But for this sur- 
plus, he said, he would have asked that 
the rate be raised to $2.32. 

Warns of Raise Next Year. 

‘If the present rate of $2.22 remains 
in effect we will close the current year 
with a deficit of about 5 cents on the) 
$100 valuation,’’ he said. ‘‘That will mean 
that we will have to ask for a raise of 
12 cents in the tax rate next year. The 
rate would then be $2.34. 

“The bill providing for a rate of $2.25 
should be passed at once. It would be 
a d——d outrage to kill that bill just 
because of this free bridge panic started 
by Jep Howe.” 

Charles A. Stix, after Player’s inter- 
view had been quoted to him, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he took no 
active part in the movement for a $2.35 
tax rate. 

Stix Also Criticises Howe. 

“Jep Howe did come to see me about 
it,” he said, “‘but I gave him no promise 
and I did not go to see Sam Lazarus. 
Mr. Lazarus is not the kind of official 
who would be influenced in that way. I 
never spoke to him on the subject until 
after the Council had passed the $2.35 
tax rate bill. 

“BHverything would be all right if Jep 
Howe were out of this thing. His con- 
nection with the movement has caused 
most of the trouble. As a retail mer- 
chant, I would like to see trolley cars 
running over the free bridge. They 
would bring a great deal of business to 
St. Louis.”’

Has 80 Cents Week for Clothes. 
‘A 16-year-old girl from Slater’s can 


factory gave the committee some light 
on how an existence is maintained on 
a salary of $3.80 a week. She testified 
that she pays $3 a week to her mother 
for board, keeping 80 cents for clothes. 
To buy her clothes she said she has to 
go to the credit clothing houses. She 
bought a suit last week for $8, she testi- 
fied, paying $1 cash, and 50 cents a week. 
She said she had to go to.work when 
her father got sick. He had been work- 
ing for three months at a salary of $11 
a week. There are five other children 
in the family, all younger than herself. 

A frail little girl, shivering with eld, 
testified that she is employed at Penny 
& Gentles at $3 a week, all of which she 
rays to her aunt for board. She looked 
so thin and weakly that Senator Kinhey 
asked her if she liad been sick. Another 
girl, 14 years old, said she went to work 
at Penny & Gentles recently at $2.50 a 
week. She said her mother is sick and 
that she has to work to help her father, 
who works at a produce commission 
house, to support the family. 


Buyer for Store at 810 Week. 
A very pretty girl, 24 years old, testt- 


fied that she is buyer for the fancy 
goods and pattern departments at Penny 
& Gentles at a salary of $10 a week. 
She went to work at the age of 14, she 
said, and worked up to head bookkeep- 
er in a wholesale house ‘at a salary of 
$12 a week, but had to give up the job 
on account of her health. She has been 
at Penny & Gentles for four years, she 
said, starting in at $6. She said the sal- 
ary for salesgirls in the store averages 
$6 a week. 

Another girl, from the basement -at 
Penny & Gentles, testified that she has 
charge of a department at $6 a week, 
and makes from $1 to $2 a week in com.- 
missions. She said she lives with her 
sister, but is unable to get along on her 
salary. She has @ small income from 
some property she owns in the country, 
she said. 

Lives on Less Than &8., 

The committee heard with much ir- 
terest the testimony of a girl from Nu- 
gents who has to live on her wages. 
She gets $6°a. week salary, she said, 
and 3 per cent ‘commissions on sales, 
knowp as ‘“‘P: Ms’’ or. premiums, in ex- 


cess of $140. a week. ‘Her commissions, 


increase ;her earnings’ to almost $8 a 
week, she said. 

Formerly she paid $4.50 a week board, 
she said, and +60 cents carfare, having 
90 cents left out of her $6 salary. She 


j became {ll-several weeks ago, she‘ said, 


ang had:to go-to the hospital for three 
weer3, paying $9 a week for her room. 
in addition to: her doctor’s bill. She gor 
no "salary. during the three weeks she 
wad ‘in “t &' hospital, she testified, but 
drew $104 Om a beneficial aid organiza- 
tion “in the store, to which she contri- 
buted 20 cents a month.

A 17-year-old girl working in tne 
Woolworth 5°*and 10 cent store testified 
that she gets $ a week and gives it to 
her father, a beer brewer, to help sup- 
port the family. There are five other 
children in the family, she said. 


Kinney Warns Employers. 
State Senator Kinney told a Post-Dis- 


patch reporter before the committee 
adjourned Friday that he has informa- 
tion that a woman is making the rounds 
of the St. Louis stores warning girls 
not to testify before the committee. 


“If this committee finds that any em-. 


ployer is doing any such thing he will 
be investigated,’ said Senator Kinney. 
“All the girls who have been called be- 
fore this committee as witnesses have 
been instructed to notify the committee 
in case they are discharged. Any em- 
ployer discharging girls for testifying 
before this committee will hear from 
us in no uncertain way. I do not know 
just what we can do under such cir- 
cumstances, but any employer taking 
any such chance likely will find that 
it will be a costly experiment.’’ 

Chairman Kinney said that the itnvesti- 
gation in St. Louis probably will ba fin- 
ished next week, and that the commiitee 
will move to Kansas City some time 
after June 1. 


State Senator Wilson, one of the most 
influential members of the upper body 
of the General Assembly, said that ths 
facts already disclosed by the investt- 
gation demonstrate ‘hat a minimum 
wage law for women is a necessity. He 
expressed the opinion that the next Leg- 
islature Will pass such a law. 

He said he hopes the committee wiil 
be able to get information of such char- 
acter as to enable it to frame a satis- 
factory law—one that will provide a 
living wage for the women workers and 
at the same time ‘be fair to she em- 
ployers. 

He expressed astonishment that em- 
ployers seem to take 80 little interest 
in the: personal welfare of their em- 
ployes. He said that employers who 
testified on the witness stang that they 
regard their girls and women workers 
as sO many cogs in a machine are not 
showing the proper spirit, and that ‘t 
probably jwill be necessary for the State 
to enact legislation to remedy the condi- 
tions disclosed by the investigation. 

The witnesses heard at the Thursday 
afternoon session of the committee are 
girls “and women employed at the 
Kresge 5 and 10 cent Store, at Schaper 
Bros., at Plows Candy Co. ana at the 
Blanke-Wenneker Candy Co.

: Change in Sugar, Too, for Har-

WASHINGTON, May 23.—If necessary 


to preserve harmony among Democratic 
Senators and prevent a split in the par- 
ty, a small duty will be imposed on wool 
and the provision for free sugar three 
years hence will be eliminated from the 


This plan has been tentatively ar- 
ranged to be made effective if nothing 
better is found.

The measure provides that there shall 
be one delegate for every 15,000 votes 
cast at the preceding election two dele- 
gates for each Senator and Representa- 
tive in each State polling 25,000 votes or 
more, and one for each Senator and 
Representative in each State polling 
less than 25,000 votes. States without 
primary laws are to be barred from 
conventions. 

Provision is made for entering the 
names of candidates on the ballots by 
petition, and the Secretary of State in 
each commonwealth is required to cer- 
tify to the Secretary of the Interior 
the results of the elections. The per- 
sonnel of the convention will be an-j} 
nounced thereupon by the Secretary of 
the Interior. 

A party casting 5 per cent of all the 
votes cast at the preceding election shall 
be considered a political party within 
the meaning of the measure, and a po- 
litical organization will be entitled to 
have candidates upon the ballot if it 
submits petitions signed by 5000 voters 
in each of ten or more states. 

The National Committee of each party 
is required to announce in March of 
each election year the cities at which 
the conventions are to be held.

Pays Freight On It. 

“You might think we grow toma- 
toes and so would make our own 
catsup. .But we don't. We buy our 
catsup at the grocer’s. It is made in 
the city. And so are the bacon and 
ham. And the corn and beans that 
we eat are prepared for us in the 
city and sent to us in cans. All the 
livestock in the country is shipped to 
the city for slaughter and is shipped 
back in the form of meat. We send 
the city our fresh vegetables and the 
city sends them back to us in cans. 
But we have to pay the freight both 
ways. And so on account of this 
double freight we have to pay more 
for the stuff we grow than the man 
in the city pays for it. 

The result of inquiries: by the Post- 
Dispatch, as given in the table of com- 
parative prices in the country and city, 
would seem to confirm the truth of 
Painter’s theory. The country town 
prices given in the table are the prices 
today at Carrollton, Mo., a community 
of 3500 inhabitants, which is Painter's 
home. The prices were telegraphed to 
the Post-Dispatch by its correspondent 
at Carrrollton. 

The St. Louis prices in the table are 
those of one of the biggest popular gro- 
ceries and meat markets. They are 
bottom prices. Prices are much higher 
in some West End groceries, and in 
those that make a specialty of fancy 
goods. Corn ds quoted at 5 cents a 
can. Some canned corn, however, sells 
as high as 20 cents, but it is then classed 
among “fancy canned goods.’’ 

The correspondent telegraphed that 
the price of bacon in Carrollton is 20 
cents a pound. Painter says that is the 
Same grade of bacon that sells in St. 
Louis for 16 cents a pound. Higher 
grade bacon, he says, sells at Carroll- 
ton for 27 and 28 cents a pound. Bacon 
also sells in St. Louis from 23 up to 
28 cents. a pound. 


: : Expect to Pay More. 

“We expect to pay more for city ba- 
con,’’ said Painter, ‘“‘because it is bet- 
ter. The farmer has not the machinery 
and cannot take the time to make the 


fine bacon that comes from the city.

them. He could find no market for the 
bacon in the vicinity of his farm.

Some stalwart young and old braves of the 
Harvard tribe have come to warm themselves at 
our camp-fire, to whom it is a rare felicity to 
Offer hospitality.

».By no means irreverently but with a high 


sense of privilege we greet these Indians of the 
better sort who reunite in the name of Alma 
Mater to mingle in good fellowship and flowing 
soul. Good Indians they are—none better. In- 
dians we repeat in ro opprobrious sense, as 
those familiar with their tribal lore will easily 
comprehend. 

Although Harvard was first conceived in a 
purpose, as the founders expressed it, “to ad- 
‘vance learning and perpetuate it to Posterity; 
dreading to leave an il\litcrate Ministry to the 
churches,” it gave up the mere making of good 
preachers as its fundamental ides, and was dedi- 
cated to “the advancement of all good literature, 
arts and sciences,” and the “education of the En- 
glish and Indian youth.”

Ever since the first one, Caleb 
‘Cheeshahteaumuck, took his bachelor’s degree in 
the seventeenth century the Indians have pre- 
dominated in the alumni. Nor do we restrict the

indian caste, a noble one at that, has been 
broadly acquired by the institution. The spirit 
of old Indian College, whence Harvard sent the 
first translation of the Scriptures forth to the 
natives in 1661, permeates the niversity, and we

Her services may be as necessary, but 
they are no more honorable than those of wom- 
en who perform other services by which we live 
and carry on our daily business.

SENATORS SEVERE WITH _

Illinois Welfare Commissioners 
Censured for Harshness to 
Witness Before Them. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 23.—The re- 
port of the special committee of the I)- 
linois State Senate, which inquired into 
the charges against Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor O’Hara, contained the following 
statement, relative to the investigation 
into industrial and moral conditions 
made by the committee of which the 
Lieutenant-Governor was the chairman:

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ARTIST IN ARCHIL 
EXPEDITION WIR 
TALE OF HARDSHIP 


German Explorers Abandoned 
Ship, One Man Dead and 
Whereabouts of 2 Unknown. 


BERLIN, May 23.—Incomplete and al- 
most incoherent descriptions of the‘ter- 
rible sufferings undergone by members 
of the German Arctic expedition com- 
manded by Lieut. Schroeder-Stranz, 
which suffered disaster in Spitzbergen, 
were telegraphed today from Advent 
Bay. They are from the diary of Herr 
Rave, an artist with the expedition, 
who is one of those rescued. 

Rave’s excerpts from his diary give 
the following details of the movements 
of the expedition after the vessel, the 
Herzogernst, was abandoned Sept. 21, 
1912: 

“The proposal to abandon the ship 
came from Capt. Ritschel at the be- 
ginning of September. The vessel then 
was provisioned for four months, be- 
sides a large supply of condensed foods, 
and she was otherwise well equipped. 


Foot Frozen, No Bandages. 

“The party started for Advent Bday 
and reached a hut on Wijde Bay Oct. 
4. Dr. Rudiger, the oceanographer, was 
suffering then from a half-frozen foot, 
two of his toes béng in bad condition. I 
offered to remain with him there until 
the others could bring back help. The 
hut contained a month’s provisions. 

‘Dr. Rudiger: and I were without 
tools, sleeping bags or lights. I melted 
some fat and made lights, and fash- 
joned some sleeping bags from salted 
skins which I found in the hut. Dr. 
Rudiger’s foot became worse and there 
were ho more bandage materials. 

“The provisions ran out and we 
left the hut Nov. 28, hoping to re 
gain the ship. We suffered severely, 
having nothing to drink, but we 
finally reached a hut at Mossel Bay, 
where we found some hard and 
moldy bread. 

Doctor’s Foot Amputated. 

“We remained there three days 
during a storm, and then started 
again for the ship, guiding ourselves 
by the stars. We arrived at the 
ship Dec. 1. Dr. Rudiger had suf- 
fered greatly, two more of his toes 
and four fingers having been frozen, 
while his foot became so bad that it 
had to be amputated. 

“The guides and sailors of the ex- 
pedition returned unexpectedly to the 
ship Dec. 24, reporting the loss of 
Eberhart. They had no news of Dr. 
Dettmers or Dr. Moesser, the botan- 
ist. They said Capt. Ritschell had 
gone on alone to Advent Bay. 

“Stave died Feb. 24, and the Nor- 
wegian relief expedition, commanded 
by Capt. Staxrud, appeared April 21.” 

The expedition started last sum- 
mer under the patronage of the Duke 
of Altenburg, with the object of find- 


ing the Northeast passage.

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NCH UBELER OF 
CONGRESSMAN T 
BE IMPRISONED 


Merchant on Parole for Calling 
H. S. Clayton a “Crook” Re- 
peats His Offense. 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, May 23.—Government 


agents today were unable to find any 
trace of Henry W. A. Page, a linen 
importer, whose arrest is sought on 
the ground that he violated the terms 
cf suspended sentence under which he 
was released at Washington a year 
ago after his conviction of libeling 
members of Congress. He was sen- 
tenced at the time to serve five years 
in prison and pay a fine of $1000. 

Employes in the building where Page} 
had his offices said today that they 
had not seen nim for several days and 
some of them expressed the belief that 
he had gone to Europe. 

Page abused members of Congress in 
a pamphlet which he circulated, hold- 
ing that he could not get justice in 
American courts. After his conviction 
he promised to desist in his campaign, 
but of late, it is charged, he sent let- 
ters to President Wilson attacking the 
department of justico. This brought 
about the order for his rearrest. 

Page will have to serve five years in 
the Federal Penitentiary at Stillwater, 
Minn. 

He was found guilty May 3%, 1912. 
Judge Barnard, at Washington, placed 
him on probation. The Court has re- 
voked the probation order. 

Last Saturday there arrived at 
the White House by express 4 docu- 
ment of 113 typewritten pages, in which 
Page fiercely assailed the Department 
of Justice and reiterated all the charges 
he ‘previously made. It was turned over 
co District Attorney Wilson of Washing- 
ton.
